A Caribou thermopylae. 


. During the summer thousands of 
caribou flock into the narrow nenin- 
sula that stretches unward from tne 
northwest corner of Newfoundland 
like a thumb, With the first frosts 
ot September they commence to move 
south; and from the middle of this 
month to November they stream along 
in a seemingly never-ending proces- 
sion. 

These herds must pass over the 
compuratively narrow neck of land 
between Cod Cove and Grand Lake.

They pick out the 
best specimens as they pass, so tha: 
during recent years many of the 
sturdy old bulls have fallen beneath 
their bullets.

With the advent ot the New Year 
several new acts which will have far- 
reechiny effects come imo turce 1D Bre 
tain. Not the least interesting con-, 
cerns an efiort which is being made 
to reclaim the chilu-eriminal, For 
some time past the experiment has 
been tried in Birmingham of dealiag 
with juvenile ofienders in a speci 
court and not allowing them to mix 
with adult offenders. The result has 
been so successful that the special 
Children’s Court is now an establish. 
ed institution, and the cases cf chil 
dren and young persons charged with 
serious and minor offences will be 
heard separately. In aduition to the 
Children’s Court, magistrates have in- 
creased powers in regard to sending 
the children of neglectful parents to 
reformutory institutions, 

And there is hope for the poor work- 
er in the Trades Boards’ Act, which 
will set up wages boards for sweated 
industries.
